The MC724 IS an RTL Quad 2-Input NAND, just not what is used in the R4-B 
(nor the R4-C... which uses-Gary said-a much easier to find SN7473 TTL.) 


Thanks Gary-at least I can be consoled that, while I got the usage wrong, I 
DO have-for spares (and they do seem to fail a bit more than other ICs... 
maybe it's just that they are much more difficult to get)-a couple of the 
uA923 ICs that the R4-B calibrator actually DOES use.

decade displaying BCD. Great fun! 


They were quite popular with hams at the time, and all sorts of weird and 
wonderful applications were floating around. People were using them for 
things like amplifiers, biasing them into linear operation. IIRC one or two 
QRP transmitters were developed.

There is a small fly in the ointment with the new EPROMs I have been 
sending out to QRP+ and QRP++ owners. There have been 3 reported 
cases of slight errors (up to as much as 600 hz) in frequency readout 
of the rigs (INDEX LABS) rig. 

One fellow solved the problem himself. He had the latest version of 
the software (QRP++ (software rev 4D)..he enlisted the help of a 
local ham and with a programmeer ..they made a copy of the actual 
chip in his rig (with the freq unlock code modification)..It worked 
for him. The Eprom I had sent him was using code from a 700 series 
QRP++ and I guess it had some affect on the freq readout. 

I have made a POST about this on the EMTECH QRP+ website as well. 
This website doesnt seem to get much use. Maybe no one knows about 
it! URL is: http://emtech.steadynet.com/qrpplus/bboard.mv?module=login 
I would think..any freq readout would be repeatable. On 60 
meters..you could make a chart of the readout on each channel and use 
it to ensure you are exactly on the correct frequency. 

This is a work around solution..though. Perhaps someone knows a few 
solutions that would work properly and give a permaneent fix. 

IF SO ..please let us know!-- I will look at the circuitry myself and 
see if there is any way to tweak the freq readout (adjust it) to be 
it alignement with the actual transmit freq.

A few weeks ago, I got to thinking about the economics involved. =20 


Let's conservatively assume that there are 200,000 xactivex hams. How = 
much does each operator have invested in amateur radio, on average. We 
have our rigs, our antenans, feed lines, auxialliary equipment, a = 
portion of our homes devoted to ham radio, all the books, software and = 
the cost of every single component we have ever bought in our hamming = 
endeavors. Don't forget the cost our our study guides and any miles we 
drive on behalf of the things we do for amateur radio. Let's take a = 
nice round number of $5000.00 for a lifetime investment. =20 


If you multiply those two, you come up with the amount of $1 billion = 
dollars that amateurs have voluntarily invested in their pursuit of = 
amateur radio. This says absolutely nothing about the value of the = 
public service, the value of the technical contributions, the value of = 
having RF engineers like me who are better engineers becauase of amateur 
radio, the value of having folks who would otherwise just be Joe Public = 
having learned more about modern technology. 


Right now, the ARRL TISFIND database = 

(http: //www.arrl.org/tis/tisfind.html) has over 2,000 companies who make 
and sell products of interest to amateur radio operators. Some of these 
companies are full-time, with lots of employees (ARRL, hame gear = 
manufacturers, etc.). Others are smaller, ranging down to "cottage = 
industry" and others have only a portion of their business devoted to = 
amateur radio. How many jobs does amateur radio contribute to our = 
economy? How many small businesses? =20 


Yes, compared to the multitrillion-dollar economy, this is small change, 
but a billion dollars seems like a lot to me! Right now there are 4 = 
major BPL manufacturers in the US, and I have visited one and don't = 
believe they have more than a dozen employees. Twelve X four vs 120 = 
jobs at ARRL HQ alone? If this were to be resolved on economics alone, = 
we may not be coming from as weak a position as we think!

Mark, if you can squeeze in an 88 ft long antenna in place of the 40 meter 
dipole (67 ft) and feed it with ladder line, you will have an excellent 
single antenna that can be tuned from 80 through 10 meters. It will show 
some gain on 20 meters and above. 


You can make this antenna for probably $20 tops and it will equal and 
usually outperform any of the multi-hundred-dollar "all-band" wonders. 


I am sure that others on the list will attest to the prowess of the 88 ft 
20-meter EDZ as an all-around all-band antenna. I use two of them, mounted 
at right angles for instant pattern switching.

As most of you know, on July 4th we hams get the new 60 meter 
band. I calculated the actual 5 frequencies and set them up in memory on 
my FT-817. I have already opened it up so it will transmit on any 
frequency it can receive. 


In my car it is perfect because I have a screwdriver tuned 
antenna and a automatic tuner near the radio. So I needed to mark the 
place where 80, 75, 60, 40 ect. are located so I can get close easy and 
the tuner will take over and get it perfect. 


The interesting thing about this was the fact that I could hear 
a sudden raise in the noise level when I tuned to every band except 60 
meters. For 60 meters I had to guess because the noise did not peak like 
the other bands. 


I tested and I can tune to 60 meters and the band sounds a lot 
quieter than say 80 meters. Could be my receiver is not as sensitive due 
to a filter cut off or something like that. But I did get a full 5 watts 
to the antenna on the band. I'm sure my radiated power is far below the 
max which is 50 watts into a dipole at undisclosed height above ground. 


Will be on the new band the moment it opens.
